Another year has passed, and again the School Board 
are called upon to submit their annual report of the work 
and progress of our schools. 

_ During the past few years the number of school chil- 
dren has decreased until at the present time only forty 
scholars of school age are reckoned within our town, con- 
sequently the number of schools has been reduced one- 
half. 

Some difficulty has been experienced in obtaining 
teachers for our schools at the wages we are able to offer, 
still we have been generally successful in securing satis- 
factory teachers and in most cases the schools have been a 
success. | 

We believe that the parents should more frequently 
visit the schools and heartily co-operate with teacher and 
school board in the school work. If teachers are of the 
best and do all on their part for the advancement and well 
being of their charges, and scholars have no ambition or 
desire to profit from their instructions, the advancement 
and real progress will be very limited.
